If, however, it is thought that this ghastly affliction is going to 
cause the Jew to yield an inch of his claim to Palestine, that his 
love for it and his longing for it will be lessened, then the Turk is 
proving himself as ignorant of the psychology of others as has his 
German monitor on so many occasions. The Jewish spirit.is built of 
Sterner stuff. ut of it the aspiration for nationhood, the. faith 
that in good time the re-gathering of our people would be effected,

has not been beaten in twenty centuries of slaying and slaughter, 


ol crueitv and oppression, of évery devilish device which the ingenuity 


of tends could conceive for our hurt. ~-But in face of this latest 
hallenge :t clearly behoves us not merely to continue hoping. We 


will not sit down to repine and accept this latest of our scourges with 
folded hands and bowed heads, recognising it as the work of inevit- 
able fate. It isto be hoped that means will be found for visiting 
condign punishment upon those who are bent on the massacre 
of our people, and of 
Outrage and spoliation. Ihe Jewish manhood of the world must 


buckie on its armour ina battle for right, for justice, and for 


freedom. We have given at. least haf a million soldiers, we 
Jews, to belligerent countries. Surely it should not be impossible to 


find a sufficient force to do service for our own land, and to help 


In wrestihg it finally for the consummation of the Jews’ traditional 


hope under the help, the guidance, and the encouragement of the 


democracies, who are to-day ranged in the great struggle for the 
treedom of the wor!d, against the spiritof which this last outrage is 


not the least potent example.

THE PROGRESS OF THE REVOLUTION, 

AN admirable article on the prospects of Free Kussia, irom the pen 
of the well-known journalist, M. MICHAEL FARBMAN, appeared in the 
Manchester Guardian last Tuesday. M. FARBMAN does not take the 
gloomy view of the outlook which sometimes manifests itself in public and 
Hle believes that the re-actionary rcgime has tallen— 
never to rise again. The counter-Revolution which so many have honestly 
feared he dismisses as * out of the question.” The zevolutionary extremists 
are controlled by the ‘ astonishing critical capacity of the great democratic 
masses.’’ The old order, in short, has gone for ever, and “no dynasty in 
the world ever fell so uiterly disgraced and despised by the whole country.” 
Perhaps the feature of the situation which most gave rise to doubt was the 
apparent rivalry between the Provisional Government and the Council 
of Workmen's .and Soldiers’ Delegates. But M. FARBMAN puts a 
new complexion upon this matter. The relations between the two 
bodies referred to, he says, are very like that between the British 
Cabinet and the British Parliament, and the control exercised by 
the Council over the Government is like that which is exerted by 
the British Parliament over the British Cabinet. This definition does not 
point to an ideal condilion of things, for in any case it igrores the 
Duma: but we must not forget that the existing state of affairs is the 
heritage of a Revolution. The Council, we are told, does not desire to 
usurp executive power, and with the sanity and the restraint which 
have hitherto characterised the whole movement it is reasonable to 
suppose that the Constituent Assembly when it meets will put an end 
to all abnormalities and appearances of rivalries and lay the whole struc- 
ture of New Russia upon a firm and logical constitutional basis. As far-as 
the Jews cf Russia are concerned, all the news, we are happy to say, gdes 
to show that they are heart and soul with the masses of the nation. They 
appear fully to recognise that any paltering with the theories of the 
extremists’ minority could only end in discord in which Jewish interests would 
be exposed to the gravest danger. The future of Russia—and with it of 
Europe—lies along the lines of ordered progresey and upon those lines Jew 
and non-Jew will march together to the glory and the happiness of both. 
And together, too, they will march to that victory over the German foe 
which will secure to Russia the full fruits of its glorious Revolution, by 
removing the great menace to freedom outside her borders that must exist in 


a dominant Germany. Russia has suffered too much from that foe m the

Our foreign news columns show that the conference of Italian Jewish 
Organisations, which we announced recently, has already been held, 
and that it placed among its demands the 
opening of Palestine to Jews for ‘colonisation and 
emigration ¢n masse.”.

Shortage for Anglo-Jewry. 
“To Be or Not to Be.” 


HE war as it proceeds along its ghastly blood-sodden road seems 
to be busy writing for all humanity a modern mene mene tekel 


upharsin. Its message of warning, and of doom if warning be 
disregarded, is, however, being inscribed in a.single.word-- 
Shortage. Man-power, labour-power, food-produce, all are. being iavaded 
by War. The nemesisof reckless extravagance and unbridled waste is upon 


all the world, and from its fell decree nothing, and no one, seem likely to 
escape. Save! Economise! Economise! Save! is the megaphone-order that 
bursts upon our ears and dares us at our peril to ignore its clamant tones. 
It is well-nigh impossible to turn in any direction with any hope of escaping 
from the persistent demard to remember the shortage consequent upon the 
war. There are economy campaigns galore—war against war, or rather its 
results. Appeals, entreaties and warnings hurtle about our heads with the 
irritating persistency of missiles flying in a sharp artillery duel. Indeed, 
there seems to me to bé no small danger that economy and saving will 
soon become such prevalent vices that the only tax that will yield anything 
substantial to the Exchequer will be that on excess profits which no one 
will find it worth while to make, It will be a purely accidental 
source of revenue, 


iG is not, however, the purpose of the present writer to add 
one more missile to the amoury of economy. What he bas said 
upon the subject, of course, was the result of a general habit that bas 
seized so many people, to talk economy to even those who have not the 
remotest notion of themselves practising it. My object was quite difterent. 
It was to say a word on a branch of Shortage that is surely before us 
and which is going to aflect Anglo-Jewry with a seriousness there is no 
gainsaying, and which it is not possible to estimate with even moderate 
accuracy. When it comes it will be realised as a direct result of the War. 
Sut it will differ from most other Shortages from which we are suftering 
from the same cause. For it will be entirely incurable, either by economy 
or rationing. Indeed, I am pretty sure that although some few who 
will be affected will sigh for the days of plenty that will have passed 
away from them, none of us will be very keen about promoting a fresh 
supply. Have you ever thought, gentle reader, how through the Russian 
Revolution the community will be starved of (uestions, Problems 
and Difficulties, and, indeed, in skort, all subjects for communal work - 
A new factor has.arisen that will as surely spell the prevention of our 
importing the means for communal work, as the U Boats are stopping the 
coming into the country of its supply of foreign products. The community 
and the country have both reliec too long on overseas produce. Home-grown 
has either been discouraged or ignored, or, perhaps it were more correct to 
say, has been smothered by the vast and overwhelming preponderance 
of non-British employed. If we think of the trend of public affairs in 
Anglo- Jewry during the last five decades, we shall realise how exclusively 
they have been conditioned and had their being by the direct influence of 
Russo-Jewry and the persecution it has been torced to endure. Therein 
have centred all our problems, questions, difficulties, discassions, whatever 
branch of communal! work we may choose to examine, for applying a test as 
to the statement being fact. 


OW, with Russo-Jewry free and Russia a land of liberty, aliis charged. 
The importation which for years has fed Anglo-Jewry communally 
is to cease, and communally Anglo-Jewry has the chance before it of starv- 
ing without a problem or a question, a difficulty or a discussion, to fill its 
agenda paper, metaphorically speaking. The prospect is one that cannot 
adequately be grasped off-hand. Who will fill our Synagogues when Anglo- 
Jewry becomes so Anglicised as to bereally English? How is the Shecheta 
Board to earn an bonest living when there are no “ foreigners *’ who have a 
violent preference for Kashruth? Where will be the Jews needing to be 
Anglicised ?—and that comprises nine-tenths of the work for which 
nine-tenths of our institutions exist, from the Rabbinate down to those 
East End “uplift” efforts whereby our wealthy, pampered daughters of 
Babylon save themselves from complete enervation of the spirit and utter 
corrosion of the soul. Good, nay valuable, work, to be sure; “and it is 
effected passively by, for the most part, the poor immigrants driven from 
Russia. I tremble for the future of our daughters in the West when the 
East End becomes so Anglicised as td be devoid of the rachmanuth 
spirit of pity that suffers the occasional incursions of these superior ladies 
because of the inestimable good they derive from contact now and again with 
their sisters who, albeit,so very much poorer in the material thingsof the world, 
are far richer in the spirit whereby alone Judaism can live. What, for just once 
to go into slight detail, is to happen to the Board of Deputies? Its occnpation 
will be virtually gone and the Conjoint Committee will find its only feasible 
policy in the congenial occupation of diligently doing nothing. Ab! Mr. 
D. L. Alexander was all unconscious of the grave he was digging 
for not alone the Board of which he is the distinguished head, 
but of all Anglo-Jewish institutions, when all these years, as his famous 
statement, vicariously delivered, revealed to us the other day, he has been 
conniving and plotting—he and mirabile dictu Mr. Claude Montefiore— 
and laying in trim the force that finally overthrew the Tsar and set up the 
Rassian Republic. If we could believe that he ever contemplated 
the results to the community that must ensue from a free Russia and 
Russo- Jewry at liberty, when engaged on his glorious work, then the conclu- 
sion is inevitable that across his mind there must have flashed the thought— 
Aprés moi le déluge! That in all sooth would account for much; 
but Anglo-Jewry starved out of Problems, Questions, Difficulties, and 
Discussions may yet regret that because of the fine art to which the 
private and confidential” cult has been raised by him, it had not the oppor- 
tunity of playing the Butterfly’'s Wife in the story attributed to King 
Solomon, so that it could have persuaded Mr. Alexander “ not to do it.”

SUDDEN-DEATH OF RABBI LEONARD LEVY. & 


We regret to announce the sudden death, in his fifty-third year, of Rabbf 
. Dr. J. Leonard. Levy, for nearly sixteen years Rabbi of the Rodef Sholem Con- 


eregation-as Pittsburgh, 


Rabbi Levy was born in London in the year 1855, and was a son of the late 
Rev. S. Levy, of the Borough Synagogue. He was educated at Jews’ College, 
and while there he successfully competed for several scholarships and 
won- the A. S. Palmer- and also the Mayor's scholarships, and for 
three consecutive years gained the first prize in Hebrew literature. 
In 1884 he took the second B.A. degree of London University, graduat- 
ing seventh in honours out of several hundred competitors. In conjunc- 
tion with this work, he took his secular course at University College, where he 
competed again successfully for a number of scholarships, gaining high diplonias 
in classics and the Fielden scholarship in modern languages. In the spring of 
1885 he was unanimously elected minister of the Bristol Congregation, where he 
remained until 1889, when he accepted a call to the B'nai Israel Congregation in 
Sacramento, California. Four years later he accepted a call as Associate 
Rabbi to the Reform Congregation, Keneseth Israel, of Philadelphia, 
with which he was connected for nearly eight years. Dr. Levy founded there 
and superintended to a large degree the ‘“Sterilised Milk, Ice and Coal 
Society ” and likewise “ The Home of Delight,” two non-sectarian institutions. 
In the year 1901 Dr. Levy accepted the position of Rabbi of the Rodef 
Sholem Congregation at Pittsburgh, which he held until his death. The com- 
pletion of fifteen years’ ministrations brought remarkable tributes from lews and 
Christians alike to the high esteem in which he was held and to the important 
work he was performing both within and outside his community. These tributes 
were printed in the New Year (5667) number of the Jewis/: Critcrion, published 
at Pittsburgh. Among the non-Jewish writers of tributes were eminent divines, 
the Chancellor of the ‘University, the Mayor of the City, Senators and Judges. 
Dr. Levy published a number of works, among them a translation, the first in 
America, of a volume of the Babylonian Talmud. 


REV. JOSEPH 

The death, sudden, like that of Dr. Leonarc Levy, is announced of Rabbi 
Joseph Friedlander, Rabbi of Congregation Sholem at Plaintield, New Jersey 
U.S.A.), where he passed away on the 8th April. There are many in Great 
Britain who will bear the departed Rabbi in recollection, for he was a native of 
Edinburgh, where he was born nearly sixty years ago, and was educated at Jews’ 
Coliege. For some time he was Honorary Minister of the North West London 
Synagogue. He was possessed of a poetic temperament, and was a fluent and 
eloquent preacher, \imost from its inception, Rabbi Friedlander identified 
himself with the Zionist movement, and within recent times he ma'te himself 
particularly prominent by his scathing denunciations of proceedings of the 
Provisional Zionist Executive in America. It had long been his ambition to 
compile an “Anthology of Jewish poetry "—a collection un 
rare interest. For several years he worked on this book. Re 
health began to fail, but with almost superhuman effort he contpleted his task [he 
book is finished, ready for the press, and will be published in the near future.

MR SIMON COHEN. 


An interesting character has passed away in the person of Mr. Simor Coher., 
who died suddenly on Monday at his home, 41, Wentworth Street, Spitalfields. 
Mr. Cohen devoted practically the whole of his life to helping others. His 
activities covered a period of over forty years. Im IS8S2 he founded a Beth 
Hamedash in Church Lane, Whitechapel, and later extended his work to providing 
free food and lodging to destitute Jews. He was assisted by his late wife, whe 
founded the Jewish Lving-in and other Societies for poor Jewish women, Hewas 
known locally as “Simcha Baker,” by reason of his occupation, but more bread 
was given away by him in charity'than was ever sold for profit. In his later years 
he was busy with all soris of plans for bettering the conditions of East End Jews, 
and. he gained considerable notoriety by his innumerable and constant letters 
addressed on all sorts of subjects to crowned heads, statesmen, divines and other 
prominent public men. Although some regarded him as eccentric, he will 
always be remembered as a warm-hearted Jew. 


CASTLE.—An inquest was held on Wednesday on Mr. David Leopold 
Castle, aged forty-seven, formerly a merchant, residing at Lansdowne Koad, 
Notting Hill. He was found dead in an armchair in his office in lishopsgate. 
The inquest revea'ed the fact that the deceased had recently sufiered severe 
business losses due to the disturbance of credit in the South American markets, 
owing to the war; and that a few days ago he had bad notice of a pending public 
investigation into his affairs.

The Pogrom Agitation in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PETROGRAD. 

Despite the cheerful news sent from our country our brethren in England must 
understand that we still have dark shadows in various corners of Russia. A 
strong and continued pogrom and anti-Liberal agitation is on foot in the province | 
of Bessarabia, in the districts of Berditcheff, Kremenetz, Elizabethgrad, 
Potchayeff, Ostrotzk, and Novotcherkask and in a few townlets near Kieff. The 
Situation is especially alarming in Bessarabia, where the notorious Kishineff 
rioters are gathered in great force and are assisted by the old police, who in some 
rural districts refuse to recognise the change of Government. The Potchayeft 
Monastery (in Volhynia), an old anti-Semitic nest, is also very active. Anxious 
representations reached the Government and the agents of the new régime from 
the Jews and Liberals of Kalrash, Akerman, and Rezina, in Bessarabia. How- 
ever, the Government and local Councils of .\Workmen and Soldiers are taking 
matters in hand. At Kieff, flying companies of soldiers and Liberal speakers were 
organised and sent to disturbed places such as Makarovka and Drushovka. The 
Potchayeft Monastery was searched, and the pogrom literature seized. Several 
Bessarabian leaders of the Black Hundreds were detained, and at Zozulintzi, near 
Berditcheff, the printing works of the Real Russian headquarters of the district 
were discovered and confiscated. 


Jewish Conference at Rome. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Rome. 

A conference of delegates of Jewish organisations in Italy bas been held 
here on the initiative of the local community. The conference considered 
various Jewish problems and expressed itself in favour of demanding from the 
Powers equality for the Jews in all countries and the opening of Palestine to 
Jews for colonisation and emigration en masse. The Union of Italian Jewish 
Communities was asked to approach the Italian Government and request it to 
take the initiative in championing such concessions to Jews at the Peace 
Conference. The conference also discussed the desirability of a Congress of 
Jewish representatives of the aited countries. The general opinion was that the 
Parisian Alliance Israclite Unive selle shou should convene such a congress.

WARNING AGAINST A SEPARATE PEACE. 

A Central News telegram from Washington, dated April 26th, states :— 

The Jewish Committee, including Mr. Louis Marshall, Mr. Henry Morgenthau, 
Mr. Jacob Schiff, Mr. Oscar Straus, and Mr. Rosenwald, have sent a cablegram 
to M. Miliukoff, the Russian Foreign Minister, stating that American Jews are 
alarmed at the reports which have reached the United States that certain Russian 
elements are urging that Russia and the Germans shall make a separate peace, 
“A separate peace,” they declare, “may in our opinion lead to the ultimate 
restoration of autocratic government and the degradation of the Russian Jews 
below their former deplorable condition. The American Jewry are ready to 
co-operate with their Russian*brethren in the great movement.” 


Fresh Conditions in Russia. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 

Together with the tidings of their own emancipation, Russian Jews rejoiced 
to read one morning a solemn undertaking by the Government of Finland to 
introduce a Bill providing for freedom of conscience. 

Thanks to theefforts of the Council of Workmen and Soldiers, and especially 
to the representations of the workmen of Kieff, the “institution of military 
hostages "is being abolished as a procedure which cannot be tolerated in a 
democratic country. It was from this “institution” that our Russian and 
Galician brethren suffered severely at the hands of the ex-Grand Duke Nicholas 
and his assistants 

JEWS AS OFFICERS IN THE ARMY. 

The Minister of War, M. Gutchkoff, bas issued an order authorising the 
return from the ranks of Jewish students who had been sent to the Army as 
privates instead of to the Officers’ Training Colleges together with their Christian 
colleagues. Jewish students thus returning from the Army will be obliged to go 
into training for the rank of officer. 

THE PREMIER AND NATIONAL RIGHTS. 

The Premier, Prince Lvoff, has madea statement to the effect that the Govern- 
ment is in sympathy with the aspirations of the nationalities to obtain cultural 
and national rights. 

THE NEW JEWISH LIFE 

Generally speaking, Jewish activity is reviving in every branch of life in the 
two capitals afier the complete standstill during the Revolutionary period, when 
at Petrograd even the synagogues were closed. Here a Jewish Council, headed 
by the Jewish Duma members, has been formed to deal with political affairs. At 
Moscow, Dr. Tchlenow presides over a United Council of all local Jewish 
organisations. The organisation of Jewry is now on the lips of all Jews. A 
conference of Russian Jewish students will soon be held. Students play a very 
important réle in Russian affairs, and the persistent demands of the Jewish 
students for Jewish cultural rights is therefore of special significance. 

ANTI-SEMITIC CURATORS REMOVED. 

To complete the rout of the anti-Semites the reactionary Curators have been 
dismissed, Liberals were appointed in their places to direct the educational affairs 
of Russia. The Jews, together with all Christians, rejoice at the removal of the 
control of the educational work from the military and police officers. to whom it 
was entrusted under the old régime.

We are aware here of the message published in the Times concerning an 
alleged revolt of the Yurieft Jewish students against the new Government. We 
also know of the flat contradiction of the scandalous tale already communicated 
to the English Press and to Anglo-Jewry, but the matter did not end with the 
mere inquiry made by the Bourse Gazette (Birzevia Viedomosti) and the denial 
of the story. The Council of the Journalists’ Association at Petrograd, which is 
the fully recognised body able to speak on behalf of Russian newspapers, met 
and adopted a formal protest against the action taken by Mr. Wilton, the corre 
spondent of the Tintes here. The protest was submitted to the Government and 
to the Union of English Journalists. The declaration of the Russian Journalists 
makes it clear that they hold that every journalist has a right to express his 
opinions. Mr. Wilton as a correspondent, they think, ought to communicate 
correct facts only. However, he thought it permissible in these serious times to 
send to Allied England news of an anti-Semitic character which was incorrect 
and which misled public opinion tn Great Britain, and on this ground the Russian 
Journalists emphatically protested against his action. 


Jewish Volunteer Legions for Russia 
OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
PETROGRAD. 

Another matter raised by the J:mes is effectively repudiated by the great 
volunteer movement among the Russian Jews, especially in the South. The 
Times correspondent, we are informed, emphasised in a message that a “ Jew, 
Stekloff,” agitated among the workmen of Russia for peace negotiations. Here is 
what the Jews are actually doing, apart from the enthusiastic Jewish meetings 
and declarations for the continuance of the war toa victoriousend. With the 
approval of the Ministry of War, which even invited Jewish representatives toa 
conference to consider the plan ‘of Organisation, the Jews in many towns are 
forming volunteer legions from among those who for various reasons had hitherto 
been exempted from service. At Rostov and Kharkoff, after a few patriotic 
meetings, eight hundred Jews joined in two days. Thelegions will be commanded 
by Christians for the present, but as soon as the hundreds of Jewish students 
terminate their courses in the Officers’ Training Corps, they will be able to have 
Jewish officers too. At the Moscow Military College alone three hundred Jews 
are now training for the rank of officer. 


Dr. Charles Sarolea, LL. D., will deliver an illustrated lecture on the Russian 
Revolution and the War, next Tuesday evening, in the St. Andrew's Halls, 
Glasgow, and on the following day at Dundee. The lecturer, who has travelled 
widely in Russia, has for twenty-five years been a student of Russian Language 
and Literature and has written extensively on the subject.

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Rabbi Mattuck at the West London Synagogue : 
A PROTEST AND A WARNING. \. 

“AN OLD MEMBER.” [To THE Epiror, 


SiR,—In obedience to a circular specially inviting my atlendance, I was 
present at the West London Synagoghe on Sabbath last. The occasion was the 
occupying of the pulpit by Rabbi Mattuck, the minister of ‘the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue; and as a member a: Upper Berkeley Street for more years than I 
care to recall I feel I must crave the hospitality of your columns for the purpose 
of penning not alone a protest, but, what is of more consequence; a sincere and 
solemn warning. It was obviots that the novelty of a strange preacher had 
attracted a considerab'e audience, and that the building was much !ess empty than 
Ordinarily at Sabbath services. lemploy the word “ audience” advisedly inorder 
to distinguish a large proportion of those present from worshippers, and for 
more reasons than one. It is abundantly clear that the persons] refer to had 
come to listen to Rabbi Mattuck and not to worship, otherwise they weuld not be 
absent Sabbath after Sabbath. (It is fair toinclude myself to some €x ‘ert as part of 
those who constituted the “ audience,” because frankly I came specially in response 
to the circular announcing last Sabbath’s preacher, though I am by no. means so 
absent a member as many I noticed present.) Again, there were those whoevidently 
came for the sermon only. ~They arrived just before its delivery and some 
trooped out of Synagogue immediately at its conclusion... Once agaia, a.number, 
of the audience were presumably non-members who never attend the Synagogue 
for worship. This was manifest from the fact that the Deadle’s supply of what I 
wou'd term communal Jalethirn: petered out early in the proceediags. 

But the net regult is that we must concede that the novelty wasa‘‘ draw”. 
and therein lies danger. For the ways of the “strange woman,” against whom 
the wise man warns us, are amiable and kindly when compared with theruthlessness 
with which the craze for novelty in Synagogue attractions, when once pindered 
to, utterly destroys everything for which the Synagogue ought to ex st. Truly 
“her house is the way to hell, going dowa to the chambers of death.” We see 
some of the results in Rabbi Mattuck's native land, with Billy Sanday in the 
“Reform ” pulpit of synagogues sutiated with less sensational attractions, or with 
cinematograph iaterludes in ultra- Retorm”™ services for the purpess of attracting 
audiences whose jaded appetites for novelty needed aspecial spurt. This is the 
s‘ippery slope upon which the West London Synagogue has entered, now that it 
has proclaimed itself not content to drink waters out of its owa cistern, and 
running waters out of its own well, if I may apply the allegory of that s:ction of 
the Bible from which I have jast quoted. : 

The invitation to Rabbi Mattuck, having Leen given for the purpose for which it 
was extended, wasthusa very riskystep. It was, moreover, one g:ossly discourteous 
to our ministers, who inferentially were.told that their ministratioas had repelled, 
or at least failed to hold, the congregation. © That sort of slur is hardly likely 
to appreciate the respect and esteem for them of the unthinking members 
of the congregation or of the young—just the ones who need 
their ministrations—while it is to be hoped that men who have rendered such 
loyal service to the West London Synagogue as the Revs. Morris Joseph and 
Isidore Harris will not feel any sense of discouragement at whathas occurred. If 
they do we cannot be surprised. And in case they are disposed in that direction, 
permit me to suggest to them that they have nothing to fear from comparison with 
Rabbi Maituck's. performance, especially when the tawdry tinsel of its novehy 
bas been stripped away. | 

Rabbi Mattuck’s message, indeed, is surely an essential point. Because, even 
though those’ present were brought to the Synagogue by tictutious and very 
perilous means, if the doctrine they thereby received was valuable there was 
some compensating advantage. Leflore, however, examining even briefly the 
sermon he delivered, I am bound tosay that 1 donot think that Rabbi Mattituck, in 
all the circumstances, showed the best of good taste in consenting to occupy the 
pulpit at all. I think, too, he exhibited poor taste in appearing in the ; ulpit bis 
head covered with what looked suspiciously like a b-retta, with flocens complete. 
It is not a large matter, but it tended to mark him as apart from the balk of 
Jewish Rabbis and Ministers, and formed a striking comment*upon bis “ passion” 
for unity to which he referred. 

But these points sink into insignificance beside the sermon itself. It was not 
alone a-Jewish—that is with nothing to mark itas a Jewish message, with its 
second-cousinly reference to Jews, and hence a sermon that with perfect co Mpati. 
bility could have been de!ivered in any non-Jewish pulp:t—but its teaching was 
really anti-Jewish. It consisted of an apotheosis of the war, a glorification of it 
as a great and mighty redeeming of the peoples of the Earth, as the creator of a 
New World in which Ideals which hitherto have languished shall thrive, and the 
worship of the matcria! sha'i be no more; a magnificent cleansing sacrifice, the 
opportunity for making which should cause men to hail War with joy as a God- 
given method for raising civilisation to a higher plane built upon the “agony and 
the bloody sweat” of nation locked in mortal combat with nation. The war, 
insisted Rabbi Mattuck, is a magnificent blessing hardly in disguise. For by it 
the spiritual in men is being educated and the material repressed. It calls, as 
nothing else can, upon the highest service, for the sake of great ideals, of which 
man is capable ; ‘and man responds to war more rea/lily than to aught else that 
asks it cf him. 

If it were allowable to apply to a sermon any simple ru'‘e of logic it would 
seem that the inevitable conclusion at which Rabbi Mattuck desired his audience tO 
arrive was that the Germans are the true benefactors of mankind and the much. 
maligned “Hun” the saviour of the modern worid. Because we all are con- 
viuced, and so I suppose is Rabbi Mattuck, that the Germans are responsible for 
this war, with all the beneficent and Heaven-sent results upon which he eloquently 
descanted, and for which he expressed such heartfelt gratitude. 

But the whole of the thus envisaging of war is an assimilation of the anwm‘c 
emotionalism of Christianity, which casts the hiding and distorting glamour of 
neo-idealism over sin and crimes, over wrong and evil, and seeks to make them 
appear glorious and beneficent. It is against this false philosophy that sounJ, virile 
Judaism has stood throughout the ages, with not alone its capacity to discern 
the truth, however unpalatable, but its duty of proclaiming it, however painfal 
may be the process. It is s:moly not true that war, any war, and the present war 
by any means less than others, is anything but an unmitigated curse, to be endured 
only because, so far as our vision enables us to see, other evils may thereby be 
overcome or prevented. But itis a curse, a damnable curse, for the necessity 
of war to fall to the lot of man. It is untrue that it is productive of ideals or 


most 
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idealism benefiting mankind. These belong to Peace, while War, with all its debas- 
mg cruelty, its passiopate animalism, its vulgarity, its filth, its dirt, its disease, is 
destruction of them. Let Christians prate of the idealism of War whic’) pours out 
bload like water and treasure like dross, which maims, maddens, blinds and kills 
the very flower of nationhood with ghastly instruments of violence and annihila. 
tion. The tew will see iit, all worthy ideals crushed and the better instincts of 
meg and women outragéd ; he will see in it a disaster for tears, not a blessing for 
adoration ; he will.exclaim. with Rabbi Mattuck’s own great compatriot that there 

was never a good War ora bad Peace. And hereby he wi!l take his stand on the 

lines of the Jewish prophets and seers, who idealised universal Peace as a great 

aspiration.of mankind, when all the Earth shal! be filed with the knowledge of 

the Lord-as the waters cover the sea. To hasten that time. to help mankind 

forward to that ideal, while not refusing to fight in a good cause or to do 

battle for a worthy object,.is part of the essential mission of tlre Jew. 

It was pernicious sentimentalism, Christianity at its worst such as I 
have described, which the Council of the West London Synagogue supplied in 
the attraction of Rabbi Mattuck. For it they s2t aside—for the day at least—the 
teaching Judarsm at its best as expounded by our own ministers. And 
why? Bscause—and quite reasonably—they fretted at the emptiness presented 
by the synagogue, service by service. But that is symptomatic of a disease thay 
canpot’ be remedied, but« will only be aggravated, by the prov.sion of an 
“attractiéni'' involving the preaching of anti-Jewish doctrine. Gathering 
together an audienc? such as attended on Sabbath is but surface treatment, The 
cure lies deeper. It was recommen.led in the portion of the Prophets read in the 
Synagogue during last Sabbath's service, wherein we are told that for the leper 
there was prescribed the simple expedient of bathing in the Jordan—in the 
Jordan: and-not in the ever so much more ‘‘ attractive” rivers of Abana and 
Pharpar. The moral is clear: If you will have the synagogue filed it is 
for worshippers and not for an audience that you must strive, and worshippers 
will not be gotexcept they be replete with the Jewish spirit. : 
not come to the Synagogue there is but one trea'tmen?. 
alien teaching, not Abana and Pharpar, but 
panacea, as.indeed the prophylactic 
and they shail be cured | 
leprosy. 

I am sure I shall be told that my protest against the performance on Sabbath is 
bigotted and intolerant. That, however, is a false and perverted view. If there 
any intolerance, it is in forcing upom the members of a Jewish place of worship a 
preacher like Rabbi Mattuck, with his anti-Jewish doctrine, and depriving them 
of the-true Jewish teaching they otherwise would have received, and for having 
the advantage of which they help to maintan the Synagogue. Speaking for 
myself, when [ want to hear Christiin doctrine expounded I know where to co 
and I sometimes do.

[t is with profound sorrow and concern that the JEWISH

our people in the Holy Land that bids fair to rival the very worst 
outrages of which the Central lowers, under the lead of Germany, 
have been guilty during the Var. 

lel Aviv, the beautiful Garden-City suburb of Jaffa, has been 
sackedand lies a mere heap of ruins, while similar wanton destruction 
has in ali probability taken place in other specifically Jewish parts 
of Palestine, the Colonies not being spared.

RABBI PROFESSOR DR. GOLLANCZ'S TRIBUTE 


Rabbi Dr. H. Gollancz referred o1 Sabbath last to the late Lieut. Denzil 
Myer, who was a member of the Bayswater Synagogue, as follows: Of no one 
yuld it more truly be said that he was fit to “ascend unto the mountain of the 
Lord and to stand in His holy place” than of the late Deazi! Myer, of whose 
death, while s2rving his King and country, there seems to b: now noroom for 
doubt. We had wished that the word “missing” in the earlier reports might 
have left us some hope that he was still among ‘the living, but we have now to 
reckon him among those splendid heroes who, by the thousands and tens of 
thousands, have fa'len on the feld of battle. Alas, it is but two years ago that 
we had to dep!ore the loss of his brother, Major Ernest Myer, and unfortunately 
this is the second case in Our congregation in which two brothers have sealed 
theic loyalty and devotion to duty with their blood. The brothers Lewis were 
the first. Of Lieut Denzil Myer a volumecould be written. No book dealing 
with youth and theie welfare, especially in East London, would be complete or 
fair that failed to give ful! credit and prais? to Denzil Myer for the huge share in 
work which ‘he readily and cheerfully rendered. He could have been 
content, and we deplore the fact that he was not permitted to pursue 
by peaceful methods his setf-sacrificing labours in raising the physical, 
moral, and spiritual tone of the younger members of our poorer 
coreligionists His- career might have been continued to the. greatest 
advantage of the community as God's lieutenant om earth to guide and lead 
our youth, but a cruel fate called upon him to exchange those methods 
which he had made peculiarly his own for the coarser and bloodcurdling demands of 
war. Time will scarcely permit us to-day te devote even a page out of that

volume of reminiscences to that heroic spirit which breathed in Denzil Myer; but 


we should indeed be wanting in the duty of appreciation were we not in a few 
brief sentences to refer to his ine work in the community, more particularly as, 
like bis parents before him, he was a regular worshipper in this Bayswater Syna- 
gogue. He was as devout as a worshipper as he was arduous and sincere as a 
worker. I sincerely trust that when this terrible war shall be ended, men like 
Denzil Myer and others who have fought the goodly fight and have fallen will not 
be forgotten in this Congregation, but that their memory will be perpetuaied. 
their work being recorded on a tablet in the vestibule of this synagogue, on one 
common tablet, as they served in a common cause, not forgetting or omitting the 
names of those others whom, by Heaven's grace and in devout gratitude, we 
shall welcomes home, they having escaped the dangers of the conflict and 
returned from the ordeal safe and unscathed. Meanwhile, as regards the late 
Denzil Myer, may God grant him his reward in the world where strife and sorrow 
and wickedness are unknown, and may the sleep of this splendid worker be 
sweet! Let him rest!

Henry.—Sec.-Lieut. Arthur Richard Henry (eldest son of Mr. and Mrs, 
Alfred Henry, 120, Portsdown Road, Maida Vale), whose death we record above. 
was a pupil both of the City of London Schoo! and Uaiversity College School. 
He was articled to his father's firm, and passed his final examination as a 
chartered accountant in 191! For some years he was an active manager of. the 
Stepney Club and an officer of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. In 1912 ‘he 
organised a march of a squad of twenty ave lads from London to Deal 
Like many other of the Brigade otheers, he was @ Freemason and a 
member of the Halcyon Lodege Ite ,omed the University Public Schools 
Battalion of the Royal Fuslers on its formation early in September, 1914, 
and served with them tn France in 1/15. Returning in May of 1916 to take a 
commission, he was gazetted to a Middlesex Kegiment in September, 1916, and 
returned again to France carly in November. His younger brother, Cyrii, has 
likewise been serving in France since August, 1914, having joined up at the cut- 
break of war. He left Eng'and with the original Expeditionary Force and was 
at the retreatolt Mons. Tne sad news of Arthur's death was conveyed to his 
parents by Cyril, who had located where the regiment was and went over to see 
his brother, only tolearn that he had been killed two days previously. Thecolone! 
told Cyril that Arthur fell while gallantly leading liis.men over the top, being but 
wituinten yards ot the German trenches. He sad that the regiment had lost a 
popular and efficientothcer. The chapiain wrote: “he died nobly, he was liked by 
and would be greatly missed.”

Leonard Soiomon, King's Owr Scottish Borderers 
who has been killed in, action, was a son o! Mr. Lewis Solomon (the well-known 
communal architect and surveyor) and Mrs. Solomon,.of 21, Hamilton Terrace. 
He was educated at University C neous School, London, Cheltenham College 
and the City and Guilds’ Engineer.ng College, South Kensington. Soon after 
leaving the last-named college he was for some years with an engineering firm 
in Birmingham, and then went to Manchester, where he became an officer of the 
Manchester Company of the Jewish Lads Brigade. On returning to London he 
was an Officer of both the Chicksand Street and Myrdle Street Companies oi the 
Brigade. About four years ago he went to Canada, and joined the Canadian 
forces on .the day. that war was declared. Owing to ill-health, however, 
he was refused permission to accompany his unit to England and was 
discharged, Later on, in order to render himself fit, he underwent an 
operation, and early last year sailed. for England and joined up here, 
getting his. commission in the King’s Own Scottish Borderers at the 
end of November. Within a fortnight he was sent over to Trance, 
and since then he had been g ven no leave. He was an associate member of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers and a bronze medalist of the Royal Drawing 
Society. The Chaplain to his regiment wrote to his brother (Mr. Digby L. 
Solomon) as follows: “I take the liberty of writing you this note to assure you 
of the esteem in which your brother was held by me and by all his tellow-officers, 
and of the sympathy which we have with you ina your great loss, ere 
should mean much to us a!! to know that he entered not only willingly but 
cheerfully into the terrible ordeal, doing his duty as a gallant soldier and gentle- 
man.

HOLINESS 


‘Ve shall be holy, for T, the Lord your God, am holy.’’—Leviticnus riv., 1. 


One cannot conceive a more suitable introduction to the [%th chapter 
of Leviticus than the command to Israel to be holy. This chapter, con- 
taining ane of our great moral codes, is one of the finest chapters in the 
Pentateuch. It constitutes in itself a miniature Bible. The command to be 
holy, as Israel's God is holy,is ever the starting point for the Mosaic 
explanation of Israel's separateness—' separation "' being the root-idea of 
21). Many a command many a prohibition in the Mosaic Law 
takes its significance from this command, which requires that Israel 
shall be before all things a moral people, a pure people, a righteous 
nation. The calPto holiness in Exodus and in Leviticus becomes the 
keynote of Israel's history and religion. But when we turn to the divinties 
of Israel's neighbours we find that they were not holy, that they were not even 
moral. Israel faithful to God is Israel chaste ;Israel running after other gods 
is Israel faithless and immoral. And so this idea that they must be a holy 
people took deep root in their nature; as they developed, they grew more 
and more attached to ideals of holiness.

Judaism has always [elt and expressed 
It smacked too much of unction in one direction or 
fanaticism in the other. What wasasaint? Hewas usually an ecclesiastic, 
though not always; very energetic in prosecuting his doctrine, well learned 
in theological niceties, a vigorous, active fighter for orthodoxy, who would 
grant no quarter to those who deviated from his dectrinal formulas; his 
zeal often carried to the extreme of cruelty, and sometimes of barbarity. 
Israel produced no saints, because they were commanded all to be holy. 
If every man must be a holy man, then no one stands forward as saint by 
way of distinction. Holiness was not confined to the priests, because 
the whole nation were to be "a kingdom of priests."’ From this difference 
of standpoints we can see how opposing were the attitudes of Jew 
and Christian towards life itself. The Christian of the old school 
felt that to be a saint he must renounce the world, which he regarded as 
more or less sinful and corrupt. With the Jew, holiness was 
democratic; and because it belonged to all the people, therefore it 
could enter daily life, therefore it elevated daily life. The world 
was not necessarily a vale of tears and of sin; the world was what man 
made it—for man isthe world, and if every man is holy then is the world 
ho'y. So the Israelite who wished to become holy and Godlike did not 
find it necessary to separate himself from the simple joys of existence and 
give himself up to fasting and prayers and flagellation. He would rather 
try to bring the duty of holiness and the teauty of holiness into every 
detail of life. Hence the commonplace functions of life were approached 
with a benediction; they were brought in connection with the Divine 
Giver. But how the word holiness 
with the unworthy work of man! We read of the Holy Roman Empire, 

of the Holy Ofhce of the Inquisition, and coming down to our own 

limes, of the Holy Alliance of Europeansovereigns formed to rob peoples 

of their hard-earned liberties, and of Holy Russia under an autocratic 

regime.

The experience that came to Jacob, who found that 

the very desert was a house of God, comes to everyone of us at some fine 

our lifes There is no (od-forsaken land; there is no con- 

secrated land. We are commanded to be a holy people. Are we that 

to-day? That .characteristic which was ours in the past, is it ours now ? 

Do we stand before the world as distinguished by that quality? In one 

respect, yes. The holiness of the Jewish family life, the chastity of the 

Jewish woman is, thank God, with all the sad exceptions—and they are 
many—our characteristic stiil. On the whole there is a sanctity pervading 
the Jewish home,a sense of holy responsibiltty uniting its various members, 
that may still distinguish the Jewish people in all the lands of our 
pilgrimage. Whether this characteristic will continue, we cannot Say. 

Are we essentially a holy people in other respects’? Are we really 
trying to be holy, because God is holy, are we striving to become 
like unto God? We are breaking down many of the  »need- 
less restrictions that shut us out from—the world at large— 
that is well. But we must be careful we do not break down the moral safe- 
guards at the sametime. For when Israel of the past held aloof from its 
surroundings, it was because the surroundings were inferior and con- 
taminating, and by that isolation there was developed a purer and a 
worthier people. Idolatry with its immoralities is a thing of the past, at 
least in the lands in which we live. We cannot say that the nations about 
us are unclean, and hold aloof from commingling with them on the ground 
of our greater sanctity. The distinctions between Christianity and Judaism 
to-day are largely intellectual; we have ethical differences but not ethical 
antagonisms. Yet we must be careful, while living in the world and being 
of it, and entering into sympathetic relations with our neighbours, not to 
transgress those behests which help to sanctify and idealise life. We are 
still to retain a certain measure of distinctness; we must be distinct in our 
moral excellence. This brings us back to Israel’s first precept—to be a 
“ holy nation and a kingdom of priests ''—that significantly precedes even 


the Ten Commandments. It i is “in order” still. It can never be reformed 
away.

THE NEW AMERICAN BIBLE. 


By Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS. 


“Some books,” said Lord Bacon, “are to be tasted, others to be 
swallowed.” He overlooked a third type. For books may need to be 
tasted, in order to discover whether they ought to be swallowed. Now I do 
not yet possess a copy of the new Jewish version of the Bible. But I was 
allowed to taste the British Museum copy, and when I get one for my own, | 
shall certainly obey the mandate given to Ezekiel, and “eat the book.” 
For I have tasted, and, to quote Ezckiel again, “it was in my mouth as 
honey for sweetness.’ 

In the first place the new dish is Kosher. To quit metaphor, it deserves 
to be called Jewish, even though it does not in its general effect differ con- 
siderably from the Anglican Revised Version. Many of us felt that what 
we really wanted was an edition of the Revised Version in which half-a- 
dozen sentences were completely altered, and half-a-hundred renderings 
now in the margin were transferred to the text. This the American editors 
have done, and they have done it well, exercising good judgment and 
deciding with sincerity. It was, of itself, enough to justify the new edition. 
They have done much more than this. The new translation is Jewish, if 
only for mechanical reasons. The order of the books follows the syna- 
gogue tradition, the headings of the Psalms count as verses, there is a list 
of weekly Sedras and Hafltaroth, and within the body of the translation 
those Sedras are indicated. 

Bat the Jewish character of the version is revealed in other more sub. 
stantial qualities. The only Hebrew text with Jewish authority is the 
Massoretic text with its vowels and accents. This text-isalmost invariably 
followed by the American editors. To give a simple instance. In Jfoshual., § 
(in the rendering of which book one notes with pleasure that the Chief Rabbi 
has borne his part) the Anglican versions read: “ Then thou shalt make thy 
way prosperous.” The new version reads .‘‘thy ways" (in the plural), 
according not merely with the consonants, but also with the vowels of the 
traditional text. The tims at my disposal was insufficient for subjecting 
the n.w version extensively to this minute test, but I have no doubt 
that it would emerge triumphant in the great majority of cases. 

Naturally, certain essential changes have been made. “A virgin” dis- 
appears from Isaiah vii., 14, and “the young woman” rightfully replaces 
the usurper. Ia Isaiah ix., 6, the name of the child is reproduced in Hebrew 
(transliterated, of course), with a footnote offering an oricinal and ingenious 
translation: Wonderful in counsel! is God the Mighty, the L[-verlasting 

lather, the Ruler of peace.”” In other words, as in all B blical personal 
names which incorporate divine names, the phrases are applied to God, not 
tothe child. This is, perhaps, the most daring innovation in ‘the new ver- 


sion; not tor the first time does courage justify itself by In Psalm 
In purity, 


12, “Kiss the son lest he be angry” becomes Do homage 
lest He be angry,” a rendering which, if not convincing, is as good as the 
original permits. In the famous crax, Psalm xxti., 17, the Massoretic 
reading “like a lion,” is wisely followed. In Genesis xlix., 10, where the 
iacient translators already found the Iiebrew so obscure, the new edition 

reiders: © as long as men come to Shiloh.” Therendering of the Anglican 

Version ( until Shiloh come”) is almost certainly wrong. The new render- 
ing is possibly right. beyond possibility one cannot go, certainty being 
unattainable. At all events it is an ingenious variant and improvement on 
an earlier attempt at solving the almost unsolvable. (nthe other hand, the 
translators have not allowed themselves to be biassed. They might very 
well have turned “ Sabbath” into’ festival’’ in Levit. xxtii., 11, and “in 
his face” might have been altered to “in his presence " in Deut. xxv., %. 
Personally, I think I should have made these changes, at all events ] 
should have indicated them as marginal alternatives : for the traditional 
Jewish preference for these renderings is very strong. Yet, lam not con 
fident. For the fact that the translators have not made these substitutions 
is an emphatic testimony to their absolute honesty. And honesty is 
assuredly a truer hall-mark of the Jewish character of a version than the 
adoption into it of traditions which belong, after all, to interpretation 
rather than to translation. 

Yet deeper, however, must we probe. The various translations of the 
Rible made by Jews have, as the “ Preface” justly points out, been “ all 
historical products intimately connected with Israc]’s wanderings among the 
nations.” These translations have been throughout the ages the expression 
of the Jewish spirit almost as much as were the Hebrew originals them- 
selves. Our own age called for such an expression. It has been liitle less 
than an infamy that English-speaking Jews have been so long dependent on 
a translation from the preparation of which Jews were rigid'y excluded. 
And our American brethren have removed this disgrace. it is perhaps 
regrettable that a co-operation was not feasible with the Jews resident in 
England: it is the less regrettable because of the part borne in the work 
by Dr. Schechter and Dr. Jacobs, who both knew and appreciated 
the love felt by English Jews for the Anglican Versions. The bulk 
of the work, however, fell on one who had less personal experience 
of this love. Hence I opened the volume with some anxiety. I 
closed it with the feeling that though -the anxiety had not been entirely 
superfluous, it had been vastly exaggerated. Dr. Max L. Margolis, the 
editor-in-chief, has mot only brought to bear a rare and ripe Hebrew 
scholarship, but he and his coadjutors have shown respect and even 
reverence for those excellences which have placed the English Authorised 
and Revised Versions in the very forefront of the world’s masterpieces of 
translation. They have made certain inversions, which at first sight strike 
one as Germanisims, but on second sight are seen to be justifiable Hebraisms. 
And there seem to be no Americanisms, even in the spelling of words like 


cess. 


“A day in Thy Courts is better than a thousand elsewkere.”—Ps. 84, v. 10.

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“honour.” ‘Such ‘cacophities ag “he strot up right forth” (feaiabdiii., 2), 


are fortunately quite uncommon. . If the editors have committed a fault at 
a’l it-has been in altering too little, not in altering too much. With all my 
affection for the Anglican translations, I should have been. inclined to deal 
less tenderly with several passages that I could cite. But if this be a fault 
in the Aimerican edition it is a fault in the right direction, and Jews on this 
side have every reason to be grateful for the moderation displayed on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

Certainly some familiar passages have been altered. But few of them 
have been marred. The changes are, for the most part, better as 
renderings ; and, for the most-part also, they are not less beautiful in style. 
Take, for instance, that marvellous gem, ibe English version of Psalm xxii. 
Only two changes have béen made ; bott are very good. In the last Jine 
" I shall dwell” is properly put fot I will dwell.” In the third-verse, the 
phrase “paths of righteousness” of the Anglican versions’ has no real 
sense. “In straight paths” is far more accurate. - It lights up the meaning 
by a flash. And there are many similar instances. the otber band, ia 
Micah vi., 8, “it hath been told thee, O man, what is good,” is a qrestion- 
able improvement in literalness on “He hath showed thee’’—it almost 
looks as though the Hebrew-text has been changed— while “only to do 
justly.” is unquestionably an unhappy change from “dné to de justly.” 
The cadence of a very melodious line has vanished. 

Let us look, now, at a few. passages, very familiar, yet very difficult, 
It will be to miny agenuine delight-to- get.theseversion to Hear, O Israel, 
the Lord our God, the Lord is One.” (Deut. vi., 4.) . Again, in Nambers 
xv,, 39, “ after which ye used to go astray " is assuredly a realimprovement 
on the Anglican “to go a whoring.” Regard, further, the frequently 
eccurring word rendered in the Anglican versions by '‘ perfect.” . As applied 
to the work of God (Deut. xxsii., 4), the epithet ““perfect"’ is morally 
acceptable, but as applied to man (Deut. xviii., 13) “ Thou shalt be perfect 
with the Lord thy God," the adjective is clearly wrong. The Americin 
translators retain perfect" in the first of these two quotations, but in the 
second render “ Thou shalt be whole-hearted with the Lord thy God.” 
This is an admirable choice. : 

Above I cited a case in which the new rendering destroys the old 
cadence. But the balance is not- always on the side of the old. In the 
Song of the Vineyard ({saiah v. 2), “and he digged it’ is.an improvement 


in sense on the fencedit”’ of the Authorised Version, and in melody onthe. 


“made a trench about it” of the Revised. Here the R. V. margin has 
been preferred with advantage. . Very properly, again, ia Isaiah liii., 5, the 
words ron: “ He was wounded’ because of our transgressions,” instead of 
the misleading “for our transgressions.” Again, in verse 7, there is 
another very happy turn: “He was oppressed, though he hnmbled him- 
self... There are several other changes in this one and the same chapter— 
particularly to be noted is verse 10: “Yet it pleased the Lord to crush 
him with disease,” which is clever if hardly literal enough. And,asa 
small point, it may be pointed out with satisfaction that the Od Testament 
no longer ends “ with a curse,” as it does.in the Angiican Versions. 

It will prove an agreeable pastime? later on, when more copes of the 
volume have come over, to select other pissages for examination. That 
this examination will lead mostly to a favourable verdict is hardly to be 
doubted. Of course, no student will agree with every readering made by 
other students. Personally, I could have wished, for instance, that the words 
“to thee” had been added to Proverbs xxiw., 18, to make the sense -clear 
beyond civil. Itis open, however, to the editors to rejoin that such an 
addition belongs to the function of the commentator. But to the reader who 
is desirous of testing the excelience-of the new version in -detail, | would 
commend such passages as the Song of Deborah (Judges v.) Remarkab'y 
interesting is When men let grow their hair in Israci” (verse 2). Equally 
bold, and even more defensible on philological grounds is * Until that thou 
didst arise, Deborah,” forthe untibthat 1 Deborah arose,” of the Anglican 
versions (in verse 7). Notfe, that while tLe Americana -editors cowrect the 
sense, they carefully retain the archaismn (‘uatil that”) of the English. 
All this is first rate, and I wish I bad time to seek for further instances, 
| am describing an impression rather taan writing a review. Occasionally, 
where one least likes a change from the point of view of style, one is soon 
reconciled by considerations cf accuracy. Ceriainly, accuracy comes first. 

Ve ought not to turn the Anglican versions into an object of worship. 
Thuzia Psalm vilt., 2, the new rendering, “Whose majesty 1s rehearsed 
above the heavens,” may be hard to accept on the grounds of English 
eupbony. but it has much jn its favour on grounds of Hebrew philology. 
So, too, ** Order the festival precession with boughs,” is very probably the 
true sense of Psalm cxviii., 27, at all events in spirit. 

Now asto typograpby. This is beyond praise.. The Jewish Publi- 
cation Society of America does not always produce its books well. jut in 
this cace it has excelled itself. It has won a triumph of beauty. The 
type is splendidly clear, the paper fine, the binding dignifed, and the whole. 
volume is light in weight, as easy to hold as it is delighifulto read. The 
arrangement of the poetical passages into lines, and of the whole book into 
paragraphs, is ably done; the ind.cation of chapters and verses is lucid 
to an unusual degree. One misses a list of the books in the fotefront, but 
this can easily be supplied... [t is imperative even ia this general survey 
to refer to two other typographical characteristics. The transialors have 
acted sensibly by introducing the capital letter for pronouns referring to 
God. But most noteworthy of the typographical innovations is the employ- 
ment of the inverted comma for direct speech. It has been done w-thont 
ostentation, and in no way intrudes itself on the reader's attention. None the 
less, it is a wise and effective innovation. It sometimes carries with it 
exegetical significance. It gives, for instance, the true turn to the fierce 
imprecations of Psalm cix. Just read verses 6 to 19 as a quo‘ation— 
their whole tendency is then understood. Our new American version puts 
these verses within quotation marks, fer which action many thanks! 

Sue’ points are secn, even in a burried survey, to abound: bold, 
original, admirable renderings and turns of phrase which confer distinction 
on the new version as a work of scholarshir, Freshness and iodepenJence 
mark it, but so do sobriety and caution. There is a liudable avoiJtance of 
extremes. While unhesitating'y leaving the old rots at the bidding of truth, 
there is no desire to seek new paths at the dictate of whim, The editors 
bave clearly set before them as an ideal the avoidance of all but 
abso'utely. necessary alterations, The wonderful old rendering of 
Job xxviii. (with the able emendatiens of, Anglicyn Revisers), has been 
left practically untouched. I wonder whether in a subsequent ecuion it 
/ woul not be possible to have marginal notes; the chapter just named 
would be more in‘elligible if the margin suggested (without a'tering the

arrangement of the text) that verses 7 and 8 should be read after verse 12. | 
Very grateful, to cite another instance, will the English reader be to find | 
that many another famous rendering (as of .Song of Songs, viii. 6, 7, and 
I. Chronicles, xxix. 10-15) have not been tampered with. Not that the: 
editors lack courage. Thus, the first verse of I, Samuel xiii. runs thus in ' 
the American Version: ‘Saul was years old when he began to 
reign.” At the dash there is a foot-note: ‘ The number is wanting in the 
Hebrew." [his is brave. Perhaps it is over-brave. I should have been 
too timid myself to act in this way. I might have been inclined to stretch 
a point and render with the Authorised Version, “ Saul reigned one year.” 
It is a forced rendering no doubt, but curiously enough it shows that on 
occasion the Anglicans were more tender to the Massoretic text than our 
American brethren are! 

It is obvious from what precedes that the new edition stands the 
severest tests. It is scholarly without pedantry, it is original without 
sensationalism, it is Jewish without bias. It is as beautifully printed as any 
extant edition. And while it owes most of its own felicities to the English 
versions on which it is’ based, it may fairly be said to be a clear step in 
advance of those versions. From the Anglo-Jewish community it should 
receive a cordial welcome; it should be widely adopted as our standard 
version. To those responsible for the arduous preparation and fine pro- 
duction of this masterly work, the Jews of all English-speaking lands will 
ofter their unstinted gratitude.

The Board of Deputies and the 
Russian Revolution. 


From Mr. JOSEPH PRAG, J.P., 13, Roscoe Street, E.C. 1. ' 
[To THE EviTor.] 
Sir,—The Jewish Magna Charta has been promulgated with all that it means 
for long-suffering Israel. I regret to note that a spirit of spitefulness and of 
carping criticism, unjustified int every respect, has been manifested by yourself 
and one or two others, unworthy of a people with a history such as ours. The 
discussion raised by one or two dissenters at the last meeting of the Board of 
Deputies was to be deplored, because there was no valid reason for such an 
exhibition, and it was disheartening to all those who have hopes for our future. 
Your own comments on the proceedings were especially misplaced. The aged Pre- 
sident of the Board, who has for a long period of his life striven to bring about the 
happy consummation now arrived at, who has certainly done more than anyone 
living to keep the agitation for Jewish rights in Russia before the world and its 
Powers, and has on innumerable occasions stepped in to avert or to stop the 
Aacrifice of Jewish life, is now sneered at because from his bed of sickness he 
“adopted the extraordinary method of forwarding a document to be read on his 
bebalf at the Board.” What was there extraordinary in his taking this course ? 
Was it not within his rights and even his duty ’ 
I could readily conceive a Jewish paper drawing attention to neglect of any 
pronouncement from the head of our representative body on so great an event. 
But to complain of this most natural action, in the circumstances, is to demon 
Strate a desire to find reasons for cavil, whether they exist or not. Having 
developed this peculiar frame of thought and laboured it, you proceed to blame 
the Board for not having “heralded the Russian Revolution.” The Russian 
Revolution fer se was no concern of the Jewish Board of Deputies. Its actions 
might be and were. The Revolution was a political movement, the recognition of 
which was the concern of the various Governments under which our people live 
The position of the Jew in England in regard to it could only be represented by 
the English Government. That was the sole medium for us, and if England had 
not chosen to recognise it any action of ours in its support would have been dis- 
loyal. It wasonly when the Russian Provisional Government had indicated that one 
of the first results of the Revolution would be the granting of full civil and religious 
rights to our people that we, the Jewish body, had a right to come on the scene. 
And we did so. Immediately on the promulgation of this decree, a telegram 
couched in the most grateful terms was sent to Prince Lvoff and his Government, 
and the Board of Deputies, instead of a poor inadequate resolution as suggested 
by the couple of critics, adopted the message of its President, with its beautifal 
language and grace[u! recognition, as its declaration on this all important subject. 
My only surprise is that there were those who could attempt to belitile the event, 
and it makes one think that the welfare and honour of the Jewish race are not 
always kept in the forefront. 


Hopeless !

Sir,—In common with the majority. of your readers I was extremely 


disappointed with the result of last week's meeting of the Board of Deputies. 
* Disappointed ” is rather too mild aterm with which to describe my feelings. 
After your admirable leader in your issue of the 20th April I was led to expect 
“ oreat things " from the next meeting of the Board, despite my experierce of its 
long history of inactivity and blunderiag. 

Hitherto the meetings of the Board have been iooked upon by all rigbt- 
minded, thinking Jews in this country as farces, but now, in these stirring times, 
the Board's antics are beyond a joke. This tragic-comedy must cease. But how? 

Two methods are open tous. Either to appeal to every synagogue in the 
country to take immediate steps to strengthen the Loard by supplying it with 
representatives who.will be more capable and worthy of interpreting the feelings 
of Anglo-Jewry, or to ignore the Board entirely, withdraw from it the support 
and financial assistance of the synagogues, and set up a new organisation which 
will prove a more effective mouthpiece of Anglo-Jewry and will not bring 
discredit and ridicule upon us. 

Personally I favour the latter course, for I fear that the Board is hopeless, 
and our efforts to strengthen it will meet with no success. I need only remind 
you of your own unsuccessful attempts during the last number of years, as proving 
how difficult is our task. I cannot and will not believe that Anglo-Jewry is 
apathetic. Nay, the very fact that you have had the courage to speak as openly 

s you have done proves conclusively, I think, that itis the JEwisu CHRONICLI 
and not the Board of Deputies which is the mouthpiece of Anglo-Jewry. And, 
what is more, the Board's Executive know this fact, which they steadfastly and 
obstinately refuse to admit 

Incidentally, may I ask whether the time is not now ripe for the calling 
together of a conference or congress of English Jews, just as our coreligionists in 


America and Italy contemplate doing

was the eldest son of Mr. Simeon Marks, a lifelong member of the Council of the 


Newcastle Old Hebrew Congregation, and for many years the Chairman of 
its School Committee, and of Mrs. Marks, the devoted Treasurer of the 
local Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Society. Born in 1893, he was educated at the 
Royal Grammar School, and already in his early boyhood displayed an 
intense patriotism. He was very active in the Boy Scout movement, serving as 
scoutmaster of the 2ad Whitley Boys Troup. On the outbreak of the war. he 
offered his services and was employed as commander of a troup of coastguards on 
the Northumbrian coast.

GOLDSELLER.—In the ceath in action of Lieut. Leon D. Goldseller, Man-«

“Your son was a universal favourite with all officers and men. He was always 
full of courage and his loss is one which the battalion can ill spare as he 
was one of the keenest of our signal/ing officers. He volunteered to go forward and 
lay a wire to what would be our first relay post in an attack that was to take place, 
His daring carried him further, and he missed his way in the dark after having 
achieved his object, and found himself in the German wire. At that moment a 
sniper fred at him; one of the shots hit your boy. .. . We will be erecting a 
cross to your son with the Jewish symbol in the course of the next few days. I 
was able to get the Kev. M. Adler, Senior Jewish C.F. to perform the burial 
service.” Poor dear Leon! our one consolation is that he made the supreme 
sacrifice for a noble cause. His memory will always be green, fora cleaner- 
minded, more lovable or more manly lad it would be d:fnceult to find. 

HERLERTS.—Mrs. Joseph Herberts, 25, William Henry Strect, blackburn, 
is Olticially informed that her husband, Sergt. Joseph Herberis, of the Machine 
Gun Corps, has been killed in action in Mesopotamia. Joining the East Lancs. 
in September, 1914, he was transferred to the Machine Gun Corps and took part 
in the capture of Kut and Bagdad. Sergt. Herberts, who rendered much’ valuable 
assistance in the British bForces as a Scout during the Boer War, is the third 
Jewish soldier from Blackburn to have fallen. An upholsterer by trade, he was 
well respected by Jews and Christians alike. He leaves a widow and three 
children. It may be added that 99 per cent. of the Jewish boys in Blackburn 
who were born in this country are in khaki, a record for any town in the United 
Kingdom.

Tragic Fate of a Jewish Prisoner cf War. 

At the inquest on Harry Shaw (Shor) who was found dead in London, the jury 
returned a verdict of “death through heart disease.” He was buried at the Plashet 
Jewish Cemetery. Beneath this brief announcement there is a tragic story of a young 
man, who, though he did not fall in battle, was like many another, a victim of the war. 
He passed away unwept, unhonoured and unsung. He was a native of Belgorod, Russia, 
where he served the statutory period in the Army ; he then emigrated to Australia an:! 
became a British subject. After residing there for thirteen years, he left for Europe to 
visit his mother and relatives,amid the good wishes of his friends, his employers and 
colleagues, who entertained him at a farewell dinner. His aged mother came from the 
interior of Russia to meet him at Berlin. The war which then broke out closed the 
frontier gates and made their return impossible. The mother was detained at Ber!in, 
and the son was interned as an English prisoner of war in Ruhleben, where he remained 
two years. Asis well-known, the prisoners rely for their sustenance mainly on the 
parcels they receive from outside. Having no friends in this country, Harry Shaw 
suffered considerably, and he spoke feelingly of the gencrous spirit displayed by his 
feliow prisoners, who offered to share their parcels with him. The shortage of food, 
and the monotony of the Camp life told heavily on him; his nerves were shattered and 
his health broke down, At last he saw the dawn arise, for he was exchanged and 
released from captivity. It was with deep emotion that he described what his feelings 
were when he first stepped as a free man on neutral soil, and when he ate the first 

oper meal that he had had for two years. He had not enjoyed his liberty long when 
fii-tuck pursued him, for the ship in which he sailed to this country was captured by ihe 
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enemy, and he narrowly bemmg once again sent to Ruhieben. Ile was again 
released, and artived in England airee but broken man. His dector’s certificate stated 
that he was “ suffering from nervous debility following mainutrition.” Here he madea 
few friends who readsy offered him assistance, and ali who came into contact with him 
spoke highly of his character and pleasant personality. Ho resided for some time ia 
Brighton, then came-back to London, wihivre he died suddenly.

Food Economy, 


From “Ss.” (To THE Epitror 


S1r,—I had been hoping that your paper would have taken an active part in 
the food campaign which is now being waged, and I write to ask if you will not 
exert your great influence to extend the knowledge of our present danger. There 
are some circles which are reached by no journal or periodical other than your 
own, and it is of the utmost importance that everyone should be broughttorealiss 
the necessity for economy in foodstuffs and for the preventicn of waste of any 
kind whatever. 

The matter is of vital interest to the whole community—I am using the word 
in its widest sense and not as applying to Jews alone. Lut as a member of one 
of the War Savings Committees wirich have been entrusted with the task of help- 
ing forward the work of the Food Controller in the different boroughs, I feel the 
greatest anxiety lest any réproach shou'd rest upon our pople for not having 
carried out voluntary rationing with loyalty both in the letter and the spirit.

Mr. brace, who replied, said: No such request has been made by the 
Russian Embassy. The man referred to is of Russian origin, but is naturalised 
in France,and it is his duty to falfill his military obligations to his adopted 
country.

Disfranchisement in the United Synagogue, 
THE QUESTION OF “FULL-PRICED” SEATHOLDERS. 


From Mr. S. ROWSON, M.Sc., Greencroft Gardens, N. W. 
To THE -Epitor.! 

SiRk,—I am sure there must be many who feel, with myself, regret that means 
could not be found for the postponement of the annual United Synagogue Elec- 
tion at the present tims, . This course has been found expedient in Parliamentary 
and local Elections and in connection with many trading corporations and putlic 
institutions, and the same course might with perfect appropriateness have bee: 
adopted by the United Synagogue. But this august body has thought otherwise. 
and the controversial elements that might have been stilled are let loose. 

The subject that is likely to rouse’the keenest discussion is that resulting in 
the partial disfranchisement ofa very large number—near fifty per cent. in the 
case of the Hammersmith Synagogue—of members. his question is no 
new one; it bas been before your readers, the various Boards of Management, 
and the Council, continuously for at least five years. Nothing wasdone in the matter 
when the question was first raised by the Hammersmith Synagogue at that time: 
indeed I believe every offic.al effort was directed to burking its full discussion 
For some inexplicable reason the subject was suddenly taken up in the past year. 
and a decision forced on the Boards of Management without, so far as I am 
aware, consulting them, 

In my Opinion the decision adopted is quite the worst conceivable, and fo. 
the following, among many reasons :-— 

1. /timpties that the whole responsibility for the letting of seats below 
their scheduled rate rests with the locai boards of management. - This is not 
true. The practice is no new one; it has been in constant application at the 
Hammersmith Synagogue during the whole twenty-seven years of ‘its existence. 
the practice was vwjrtually condoned by the United Synagogue, who ought to have 
known of its existence, and who have actually derived financial benefit from 
it ; and during the five years since ii was brought prominently before them action 
was continuously postponed. 

2. It brands a very large proportion of the members of the United Syna- 
sogne with the taint of being two years tn arrears. However much the pill 
may be covered with explanatory gilt, this conclusion cannot be av 

3. Ft raises. the question of thé legality of the elections of previous 
Councils and Boards of Management. HU these elections are illegal, so may 
also be all their acts (including perhaps the decision now in question), 

4. It deprives most synagogues of the matured and valued experience of 
many of their olde .t menibers. At tie Hammersmith Synagogue, for example, 
the candidates for the Board of Management and the Council include only one 
member. who was on the last Board or Council. 

5. ft gives an unfair adyaniage to synagogucs whose offerings are coim- 
muted into an annual payment. These annual paymenis have the effect of 


raising the agreed seat rentals in many cases from below to above the scheduled 
rate.

ZIONISM IN NEW RUSSIA. 


{FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


PETROGRAD. 

True to the well-known Helsingfors programme of the Russian Zionists 
{adopted after the revolution eleven years ago}, the Jewish Nationalists, especially 
the students who belong to the Zionist ranks, did not hold aloof from the great 
events in Russia as some people expected that persons interested in Palestine only 
would do. The Zionists joined the revolutionary ranks in common with the rest 
of Jewry, .nd the Zionist students’ forces fought hard against the old régime in 
the militia and in the supply columns. They had their reward. They assisted in 
breaking down the walis of the notorious Secret Police Department, where they 
found interesting documents stored up by the old Government showing with what 
suspicion it looked upon the Zionist movement. Lut this is not all the reward 
they reaped. The Zionists now have the satisfaction of seeing back from exile 
many trusted champions of the movement wlro were banished under the old 
regime to distant provinces. Among those just welcomed back is the popular 
writer, M. Kleinman. 

A ZIONIST DEMONSTRATION. 

At Minsk the Zionists organised a great procession in honour of. the Revolu- 
tion. For the first time the Zionist banner was freely unfolded in the streets of a 
great Kussian city in the heart of the Pale. Thousands joined the procession, 
and tens of thousands greeted the demonstrators with great enthusiasm. The 
scenes will live long in the memory of the inhabitants of Minsk 


The General Council formed to administrate the affairs of Minsk at once

Sir,—The supreme importance of a healihy and vigorous rising generation is 
becoming more apparent every day and the need of England for a!l its children 
was never greater. Despite this need, thousands of chidren die each year who 
could be saved for the country. This is proved by the statistics of those districts 
in which Infant Welfare Schemes are worked. A typical example is Siepney. 
This Borough, which has a very poor population of about.250,009, is d:-vided into 
nine districts, each looked after by a voluntary Infant Welfare Organisstion. 
The work is carried on, with the approval of the Local Government Board anid 
the Board of Education, under the direct supervision of the Mecical Othcer ot 
Health. The first non-Municipal Health Visitor was appointed in 1903, and since 
then the infantile death rate has steadily decreased. 

In 1903 the death-rate was 212 per 1,009. 

These figures are illuminating. 

The work of the voluntary organisations consists of : (1) Maintaining oa 
centre in each district. (2) Conducting sewing classes and giving instructions ia 
hygiene and infant care (ante-natal classes). (3) Medical consultations and baby 
weighing. (4) Visiting mothers at their homes. (5) The employment of ten 
trained workers who, in addition to working at the Centres, paid 18,318 visits 
last year. 

This is work of National importance. In addition, it is a work of com- 
passion. We appeal, therefore, for our country’s sake and for the children's, 
to all who arefree to give.
